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Report of Allenstown Schools. 


We think our schools have never been conducted with 
less friction than during the year just closing, all our 
former teachers keeping the same positions as last 
year. Consequently there has been no interruption in 
the regular advancement of the pupils, and the results 
have been most gratifying. 

The furnace in the village school building has never 
been satisfactory, using too much fuel, and in spite of 
the large quantity of fuel used, often failing to heat the 
rooms, so the School Board thought it wise to try steam 
heat, and purchased a new heater, which promises to be 
more economical, as well as adding much to the comfort 
of teachers and pupils. 

The fact was brought to light that there were boys 
and girls in town, of school age, who were not attending 
school, and who could neither read nor write. ‘These 
could not be placed in the regular schools without 
seriously interfering with the course of study. An 
extra school seemed imperative, and the selectmens 
room will be used for this purpose. ‘This school will 
be in session only long enough for the pupils to pass an 
examination, showing their ability to read and write. 

Since the closing of the school near the Allenstown 
station, our scholars living in that part of our town have 
been attending the Pembroke Buck Street school, 
Allenstown paying twenty-five cents (25c) per week 
tuition for each pupil. During the last summer the 
Pembroke School board notified us of an advance in tui- 
tion, which was so heavy that we found it cheaper to 
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have our scholars carried to the rural schook sayin 
Albert Thompson has been conveying these scholars, 
the town paying him four dollars ($4.00) per week for 
the service. 

A part of the balance in the treasury is due to the fact 
that the financial year ended last year with February 
20th, while this year the report ended February ISf, 

The superintendent’s report will give the work of the 
schools more fully.

put aN LN DENIS REPORT: 


To the School Comm«tttce: 


I have the honor to present herewith my second 
annual report of the schools, which is the second in the 
series of similar reports from this office. 
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It has been my purpose during the past year to 
visit one school at least each half day of those days of 
my time due your schools, watch the character of in- 
struction, the discipline maintained, the system of 
carrying out the program of exercises, the attitude of 
both teacher and pupil toward their work, the progress 
made, and to give such suggestions as I thought would 
help to raise the standard of school work and its effi- 
ciency. 

The progress made depends much upon a strong 
teaching force. 

Since the beginning of the present school year, 
teachers’ meetings have been held every Friday of those 
weeks of my time due Allenstown and Pembroke, 
Nearly half of the meetings have been given to composi- 
tion work of the eighth and ninth grades. Much interest 
and pains have been taken by teachers and pupils in 
this work and profitable results, I believe, have followed. 
With scarcely anabsence the teachers have been present 
at these meetings. State Superintendent Morrison has 
visited the village schools during the present term, 
and gave favorable comments in regard to the live work 
manifested by teachers and pupils. I can add that the 
same life and animation exist in the rural school. No 
greater progress has been made than here. Attention 
has been given to the physical as well as to the intellect- 
ual needs of the pupils. Maintenance of this school has 
been large for a rural school, but no town can find a 
better place in which to invest her money than in her 
children.
